ALL ABOUT BASEBALL 


TWO MORE CLUBS ADMITTED TO THE 
LEAGUE. 


THE VISITING COMPANY’S SHARE 


Forty Per Cent Agreed Upon—The Commit- 
tees Appointed—What the Association 
Did at Its Meeting. 


New Yorx, November 14.—Baseball dele- 
gates to the league convention worked up to 
such a late hour last night that they did not 
get around very early this morning. Three or 
four important changes in the constitution 
were effected last night, and when the conven- 
tion assembled at noon today, consideration of 
the constitution was resuméd. Section 35, 
which reads: 

“The releases of players from contract or reservg- 
tion, and future coutracts with such players shall be 
regulated and governed by pational agreement of 
the - professional baseball clubs, and league legisla- 
tion made in pursuance thereof. 

It was amended so as to read: 

That no player, without consent of the club with 
which he is under contract or reservation, cau ne- 
gotiate with any other club for his services, but if 
said consent is given, said player may negotiate 
with any club ior his services ahd receive a money 
consideration therefor, which may be accepted’ by 
releasing club. 

This action does away with the system of 
sales over which there has recently been such 
acry. Section 36, which stated that a man- 
ager or player whose contract has become void 
by reason of his club disbanding, withdrawing 
from or losing its membership in the league,may 
engage for the remainder of the season with 
any other club immediately after the league 
secretary’s notice of such disbandment, with- 
drawal or loss of membership was cut out and 
another section inserted which provides that 
in any case such withdrawal of club players 
under contract or reservation shall be consid- 
ered released therefrom, but that any negotia 
tion for the services of any player must be 
made subject to transfer to any other club 
designated by the league. In section 44 
which states that four umpires must be elected 
by the league,the number was increased to five 

Shortly after 7 o’clock, the league conven- 
tion, which had been in continuous session 
since 3:15 p. m., adjourned for the night. 
Newspaper men were invited into the meet- 
ing-room and President Young, who had been 
re-elected shortly before adjournment, gave 
out the news of the day’s work. 

The subject of the contention, during al- 
most the entire day’s session, wus the propo- 
sition to increase visiting clubs’ receipts from 
25 to 50 per centam. Cleveland, Indianapolis, 
Pittsburg and Washington clubs favored this 
increase, while the wealthy clubs—New York, 
Chicago, Boston and Philadelphia—were op- 
posed to it. 

FORTY PER CENT GOES. 

For two hours there was a deadlock on the 
question. 

Finally the opposition offered to compromise 
on 334 per cent. This was refused. Again 
there was along pause in the proceedings, 
which was broken by a proposition of the 
Pittsburg and Washington clubs to accept 40 
percent. Cleveland and Indianapolis at first 
did not come down from 50 per cent, but they 
finally gave in and the matter was settled by 
the adoption of 40 per cent. This change is 
made in section t4 of the constitution. 

The next important change in the constitu- 
tion was the complete abolition of the classifti- 
cation clauses, This matter was treated upon 
in sections 30, 31 and 32, which were entirely 
wiped out. 

Instead of five umpires, which the president 
of the league was authorized to engage ata 
late hour Weduesday night, the-nunrber was 
increased to six, in consequence of the increase 
of membership. 

Section 9 of the constitution, which deals 
with the guarantee fund, was amended so as 
to make the bond of each club’$2,500, instead 
of $5,000, the same to be paid in annual in- 
stallments of $1,000. 

POSTPONED GAMES. ; 

Section 59 was so amended that postponed 
games can be played at any time afterwards, 
but it was provided that two games should not 
be played on one day without prior consent of 
two-thirds of a}l the league clubs. 

After these alterations, the convention re- 
ceived the applications of Brooklyn.and Cin- 
cinnati clubs for membership. They were 
made out in the form'required by the league 
constitution, and were referred to the board of 
directors, who reported favorably upon them. 
The clubs were then elected to membership by 
acclamation. 

President Young was'authorized to designate 
and fix a distinctive color for each club uni- 
form. Then the convention proceedéd to the 
election of officers. Mr. Young was re- 
elected president. F. D. H. Robinson, of 
Cleveland, W. A. Nimick, ot Pittsburg,W. F. 
Hewett, of Washington, and Charles Byrne, 
of Brooklyn, were elected directors, The fol- 
lowing were the new committees elected : 

Schedule Commiuttee—A. H Soden, of 
Boston, A. G. Spalding, of Chicago, and W. 
A. Nimick. 

Boaid of Arbitration—Niek Young, John I. 
Rogers and John B. Day. 

Piaying Rules Committee—A. G. Spalding, 
J. B. Day and John L. Rogers. 

It was resolved to hold the next meeting in 
New York and spring schedale in'Cleveland 
early in March. 

A comniittee of three, Spalding, Rogers and 
Day was appointed to prepare an address to 
the public on the admission of Brooklyn and 
Cincinnati to league membership. 

C. HeByrne and Gus Abei were elected to 
represent Brooklyn inthe league and Harry 
Stern to perform the same services for Cinein- 
nati. The league adjourned. 

THE ASSOCIATIONS. 

While reporters were gathering these pro- 
ceedings, the American association delegates 
quietly adjourned forthe day. They were very 
reticent on the subject of Brooklyn and Cin- 
cinnati and announced: that nothing of any 
consequence had been done at the meeting be- 
yond an attempt to elect president. That offi- 
cial, it was said, had not been chosen. The 
association will meet again tomorrow morning 
and it is likely there will be some important 
action taken.

IMPORTANT CHANGES, 

After the temperance committee had with- 
drawn, the report of the law committee was re 
sumed. Several very important changes were 
suggested and one or two adopted. 

It was decided to make it optional with the 
local assemblies to transfer themselves to any 
other district assembly or to the general assem- 
bly without the permission of either district, 
national trade or state assembly, as has heen 
hitherto required. 

A proposal was made to alter the fourth 
lank of the platform which reiates tothe 
and question. The discussion lasted until 

almost time to adjourn and it was agreed to 
postpone the question until Monday when it 
will be made the first subject of discussion. 

During the debate a general feeling was 
manifested that the present plank is not suffi- 
ciently definite and does not express the 
real sentiment of the order on the 
question. The probabilities are that 
the plan will be changed so as to put the 
Knights of Labor on record as being in favor 
of changing the incidents of taxation from the 
improvements to the land. Previous to ad- 
journing, a special committee to adopt and re- 
port on a general beneficient system for the 
order was appointed.

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A COLOKED TOURIST 
Returns:to Atlanta from a Trip to Europe 
and the Holy Land. 

Rey. 8. C. Upshaw, a colored preacher, living 
at Clark university, has just returned from a three 
months tour through Europe and the Holy Land. 

He made the tripin company with a jarty of 
about thirty northern ministers. being the only col- 
ored man in the party. 

“We had a very successful trip,’”’ said the returned 
tourist yesterday. ‘*Messrs. Gay & Son, under whose 
charge the party went, said that I was the only 
colored man that they ever knew of taking such an 
extended tour, and in Egypt, I was tola that I was 
the second Degro to enter the pyramids.” 

“Did the white members of the party make any 
objection to your pecgurning a member of it?’ he was. 
asked, | 

“Well, [can’texactly say that they made any 
pointed objection. Icould see, though, that some 
ot them were @ little sensible on the matter, I was 
well treated, however, and the greatest wonder of 
the others was thats negro should be able and feel 
Sullicient interest to undertake such a long trip. 

“How did the people over there receive me? Oh, 
they all treated me; just as they would anybody 
else—not the least difference. I paid my mouney 
und got what I wanted. As long as I did that, taere 
Was nothing to complain of. At the hotels in Eng- 
lund aud France, I received the regular accommo- 
cations, and no one seemed to make the least <dis- 
tinction between me and the other members of tise 
party, sofarascolor went. The churches and oth- 
er pubiic places were also the saine. No prejudice 
Was Shown me or my race, and such a thing as re- 
fusing me equal accommodations or privileges was 
never thougtt of.” : 

“Did you meet many colored people?’ 

‘In London or Frauce there are very few, and I 
may say that I rarely ever encountered a colored 
man or women, Sometimes, right in the city you 
could go for days at a time and never meet one. At 
s-veral places my color was rather a distinction. I 
wasasket to lecture or preach quite a number of 
limes, but, of course, had to decline, on account of 
the Circumstances under which I was traveling.” 

“What struck you most forcibly?” 

“IT saw sO many things, that it would be difficult 
tosay what struck me most, I believe, however, 
the condition of the poorer, or laboring people, was 
one of the things 1 noticed most, They are very 
mucn worse oif (ban tle same class in this country, 
especisily in England and France. There is no 
doubt about that. The average colored man in this 
country is infinitely beyond the working classes 
in either of these countries. They are poor people 
and when a man is poor over there once it means 
that he is poor for al) ime tocome. In Turkey the 
lower Class isal:oina miserabie condition. Then 
their diéss is very striking. The poor Turk wears 
nothing but a common ordinary shirt—at iteast, it 
looked iike a shirt tome,anud I’m sure it was no 
better, 

“On the trip we wentthrough England, France, 
Swiizerland, Italy, spending a good time at Rome, 
Greece, Asia Minor, through Palestine, by the river 
Jordan and the Dead Sea to Jerusalem. We visited 
all the principal cities and all the interesting points 
on the route.”’

HAS THE EAST TENNESSEE BOUGHT 
THE ROAD? 


‘& Short Route From Georgia to the Mis- 
sissippi by the Memphis and Charleston— 
The News Not Confirmed. 


Another scoop seems to have been made by 
the West Point Terminal through the East 
Tennessee. 

The report comes from New York that the 
East Tennessee has bought the Rome and De- 
catur raliroad. That would make the shortest 


line to the west. 
Captain Jolin J: Seay. of Rome, who 


was in the city yesterday, says .Major 
R, T. Fonehe has just returned from 
New York and i£ 0Oobrings the news, 
and it is corroborated by several other gentle 

men who have reason to believe that it is true. 
One of the directors of the Rome and Decatur, 


founded, anditis said that in an interview 
with Mr..Ledbetter, of Anniston, Mr, John 
Inman told bim that the Kast Tennesse 
| would buy the Rome and Decatur. , 

A look at the map shows that the Rome and 
Decatur road would be of immense value to the 
East Tennessee. With the building of a fifty- 
five mile gap between Attalla, Ala., and De- 
catur, it gives a direct line from Atlanta to 
Memphis, many miles shorter than any other, 
With the labyrinthine connections of the 
West Point Terminal tem in Georgia, 
this short line to éemphis and _ the 
north west would inevitably * -. become 
a great thoroughfare between Georgia ‘and the 
granary region, and of the immense tonnage of 
grain and produce coming into Georgia from 
the west this road would carry an enormous 
share. For western business it would become 
another formidable competitor of the roads 
from Atlanta to Chattanooga. 

With ‘this connection the West Point Ter- 
minal will have the ‘short lines to the south 
west, to the northwest and to the northeast, 
with the terminal facitities at the seaports of 
Savannah and Brunswick. 

The Rome and Decatur railroad, now in 
operation from Rome to Attala, Ala.,a distance 
of about.60 miles, has been in the hands of the 
receiver, Judge R. T. Dorsey, of Atlanta, for 
two years. It was completed to Attala under 
the receivership by the issuance of receiver's 
certificates, and has been advertised for sale 
under a foreclosure of the bondholders’ mort- 
gage on November 20th—next Wednesday. 
Judge Dorsey has gone to New York tosell the 
road pursuant to the advertisement which 
fixed the minimum price of $750,000. 

It is understood that the bondholders were 
anxious to get the road off their hands and 
were ready to take a good offer. Whether the 
road could be actually sold before the time ad- 
vertised under the foreclosure is a ques 
tion, but it is believed that the 
East Tennessee people and the bondholders of 
the Rome and Decatur road have come to an 
understanding by which the trade is _practi- 
cally made.
